The ''Sun" lemarks that they

The first article provides for the gen- 


eral restoration of peace between the 
llvo nations. 


The second article requires, upon the 


signature of the treaty by the commis- 
sioners then negotiating, a provisional 
suspension of hostilities, and the restora- 
tion of constitutional order in all places 
occupied by the American troops, so far 
as consistent with such occupation.

Article the twentieth consists of a stip-
